Mrs. Ballou did not hear the «shot 
which ended her husband's life, al­ 
though site states that she must have 
been awakened by it. She went to bed 
rather early and Frank, at the time, 
was lying on a couch 
in the living 
room. She remembers that later in 
the evening he came into the room 
and got into bed. Sin* does not 
re­ 
member of his leaving the bed. This 
he did, however, some time before 
4:15 a. ny, for at about that hour his 
wife was awakened. 
She did not know what hud arous­ 
ed her, hut some instinct told 
her 
that all was not well, for she listened 
intently for some sound, and heard 
what she supposed was the dripping 
of water. Mrs. Ballou got. out of hod 
and went into the next room, whichl 
is the living room, and from where | 
the sound seemed to come. She light­ 
ed a match and discovered her hus­ 
band sitting in an arm chair with his 
head thrown back onto 1 he headrest. 
Even then she bid not realize what 
had happened and she lighted a lamp 
and it was then the import of 
the 
tragedy came to her. 


Summoned \ i«I. 
Mrs. Ballou immediately called Dr. 
Lehman and he responded as soan as 
possible, arriving 
about 5 o’clock. 
He was ushered into tin* living room 
by the frantic wife, and after a brief 
examination he pronounced life ex­ 
tinct. 
The physician found a bullet bob 
directly in the center of the forehead 
and found that an enormous amount 
of blood had escaped, completed) sal 
urating .the body and, 
the chair the 
the rug under it. in the right hand 
he found an ordinary nickel-plated 
32-calibre revolver. The right thuml 
was thrust through the trigger guard 
and the butt oi' the weapon was still 
against the palm of the hand. Death 
had been instantaneous. 
The physician had telephoned 
to 
Sheriff Reid as soon a* he made his 
preliminary examination, and tins of­ 
ficial arrived promptly. He made an 
examination of the room and w 
he had finished both he and the phy­ 
sician pronounced it a plain case o! 


suicide. 
No letter or communication of an 
kind was found and there is no doubt 
that the act was one ot impulse, and 
was prompted bv despondency over >

Mr. Ballou was a large, jovial and ( 
cheerful man and only his neure.x \

tified to.
